STATE HIGHWAY COMMISSION 


Washington, July 20.—All of the 
Republican members of the tariff con­ 
ference have been invited by Presi­ 
dent Taft to take dinner with him on 
Wednesday night at the White House. 
The Invitations did not say whether 
there was any purpose in the gather­ 
ing other than sociability, but It is 
assumed that he expects to be ready 
to report progress in getting votes for 
the abolition or reduction of duties on 
raw materials. 
Senator Crane spent an hour with 
the president and later talked with 
Senator Aldrich. He endorsed the 
attitude of the president on the ques­ 
tion of reducing duties on raw m ate­ 
rials. 
Speaker Cannon 
visited the 
tariff conference chamber immediate­ 
ly after the adjournment of the house 
session and he had a long talk with 
Senators 
Aldrich 
and 
Crane. The 
speaker had been at the White House 
earlier in the day in company with 
Representative Dwight (N. Y.), the 
Republican whip. 
When Senator Cannon left Senator 
Aldrich's room he said that the con­ 
ferees must frame the programmes for 
passing the conference report through 
the house and the senate and that the 
representatives of the two branches 
would have to assume the responsi­ 
bility for their actions. This remark 
was understood to signify that a bind­ 
ing rule could not be looked for to 
carry an unpopular report through the 
house. 
When pressed for an explana- i 
tion, however, the speaker merely 
smiled. He left his listeners free to 
put 
whatever 
construction 
they 
pleased upon his remarks. 
Senator Aldrich left the office build­ 
ing with Senator Crane for the pur­ 
pose of considering the possibility of 
putting through the senate a confer­ 
ence report providing for free iron ore 
and free oil and reducing duties on 
coal, lumber and hides. 
If the mutterings of dissatisfaction 
heard about the senate offices may he 
taken as a criterion the senate lead­ 
ers are confronted with no easy task. 
Strangely enough many of the pro­ 
tests against the free raw material 
programme are coming from the pro­ 
gressive 
Republican faction, which 
fought hardest for downward revision. 
Many 
of the progressives 
come 
from states interested in cattle rais­ 
ing and they are opposed to free hides, 
or even to a reduction of the duty. 
Other insurgents, notably Senators 
Bristow and Cummins, who are not 
particularly interested in the ques­ 
tion of free hides, iron, oil or coal, 
expressed the opinion that the presi­ 
dent should bring his influence to 
hear in a movement looking to re­ 
ductions in the duties on wool and 
woolen goods, cotton goods, and oth­ 
er articles which enter into wearing 
apparel. 
IN MEMORY OF COLUMBUS. 


Attorney General to Determine lf It 
Is Legal in Minnesota. 
St. Paul, July 20.—The right of the 
state highway commission to exist will 
be questioned in a letter which State 
Treasurer S. G. Iverson will submit to 
Attorney General G. T. Simpson. The 
letter will ask his opinion on the 
legality of a number of appropriations 
u ade by the last legislature which 
may and may not be classed as "in­ 
ternal improvements” under the con­ 
struction and the meaning of those 
words as interpreted in the recent 
opinion of the court in the "pork bar­ 
rel” case. 
Messrs. Dinehart and Iverson rea­ 
son that the highway commission Is 
spending its time on public Improve­ 
ments In the state. The constitution 
says that the state shall not he a 
party to any public internal improve­ 
ments. And while the money which 
the highway commission spends on 
good roads is taken out of tho internal 
improvement land fund, which the 
state has a legal right to spend on 
roads and bridges, the $8,700 which 
the state spends annually for salaries 
and office expenses of the highway 
commission comes out of the general 
revenue fund. 
But according to the court no money 
can be spent out of that fund for 
internal improvements, and they rea­ 
son that when the state appropriates 
money for the expenses of a highway 
commission it becomes a party to an 
internal 
improvement 
or 
spends 
money for internal improvements, and 
the court holds that this is illegal. 
A new opinion will also be asked 
as to the validity of the laws creating 
the state live stock sanitary board.

Big 
Kansas City Italians Arranging a 
Celebration For Oct. 12. 
The thirteen Italian societies in Kan­ 
sas City are arranging to celebrate Co­ 
lumbus day, O ct 12, with a demonstra­ 
tion and parade. 
Senator Casey was 
the sponsor for a bill passed by the last 
legislature making Oct. 12 a legal holi­ 
day in Missouri. 
Casey said at the 
time that he w as acting on the request 
of some of bis constituents, and Joe 
Damico, long known as the "king of 
Little Italy,” says the day is to be the 
holiday of the Americanized Italians 
in Missouri. 
"Many people have an idea,” Damico 
said, "that because Columbus sailed in 
Spanish ships he was a Spaniard. We 
want them to know that Columbus was 
a genuine Italian of Milano and that 
we claim him as a countryman. 
We 
are preparing for a demonstration in 
which all the Italians in Kansas City 
will take part. In our parade we will 
have floats of various kinds that will 
deal with historical facts connected 
with the voyages and discoveries of 
Columbus.” 


Chicago, July 20.—Tony Eaffa, an 
eighteen-year-old Italian boy, who has 
been in this country three years, con­ 
fessed here to the killing of Guiseppe 
Fillipello, a grocer, at the same time 
laying bare the inner workings of 
those Italian societies known collec­ 
tively as the "Black Hand,” whose 
business is murder and extortion. 
The organization to which Young 
Baffa belongs was called the "Leguis- 
to,” a translation of which is "The 
Society of Justice.” Its other mem­ 
bers were named. They are all Ital­ 
ian laborers. The murder was com­ 
mitted April 12. Baffa, in a letter to 
Detective Longabardi, declared that 
his accomplices were traitors. The 
detective secured a signed confession, 
which read iii part as follows: 
"The gang w'as formed for the pur­ 
pose of extorting money from people 
who were supposed to be well-off by 
sending letters and telling the persons 
to bring the money to a certain place. 
“We were laying for Fillipello for 
three months, but we had no chance 
to get him because he always had a 
wife with him or a baby in his arms. 
On the night he was killed we waited 
until he came out of the store carry­ 
ing his baby. 
Pasquale and I walked 
toward a vacant lot and when Filli­ 
pello came along Pasquale hit at him 
with a club, hut missed him. 
Filli­ 
pello turned around and grabbed me 
and I pulled a revolver and shot two 
times. The others cut him. 
"These men did other jobs besides 
this, They told me of cutting two 
men.” 
The police later arrested Antonio 
Nudo, Eresto Pressesse and Gulspe- 
pl Cara in a house in the suburbs 
where the gang had its headquarters. 
They expect to get the other mem­ 
bers of the gang soon. It is the theory 
of the police that these men were 
connected with the majority of the 
mysterious Italian murders in this 
city during the past few years. 


Jury Took No Stock 
In the Girl’s 


Weird Tale of the Outrages Alleged 


to Have Been Committed Against 


Her— Charges 
Made Against Miss 


Agnes Barrette Held to Be Unfound­ 


ed and False. 


Chicago, July 20.—Ella Gingles was 
cleared from the charge of stealing 
Ieee, but the story she told on the wit­ 
ness stand of being a ‘‘white slave” 
victim was denounced as untrue by 
the jury that freed hor. 
The verdict in the case was a fit­ 
ting climax to the peculiar series of 
sensations that have followed the lit­ 
tle lacemaker. This was the form as 
read by the clerk: 
"We, the jury, find the defendant 
not guilty and we, the Jury, further 
find that the charges made against 
Miss Agnes Barrette were unfounded 
and are untrue.” 
The basis of the defense made by 
the Gingles girl, who was on trial for 
stealing lace from Miss Barrette, was 
that Miss Barrette and others had 
mistreated her in the Wellington ho­ 
tel last winter, and that the object 
of these attacks and the animus back 
of the theft charge, was the attem pt 
to sell her to an unnamed man in 
French Lick Springs, Ind. 
The jury reached a verdict after 
seven hours’ deliberation. The court­ 
room was nearly vacant at the time 
the jury came in. A few of the wo­ 
men have stood by the Irish girl since 
the day her story became public were 
there. They arose and clapped their 
hands and screamed when the words 
"not guilty” were uttered, and it was 
some time before they realized the 
import of the last half of the verdict. 


Shook Hands With Jurors. 
Miss Gingles, who remained the 
coolest of the lot, walked up to the 
Jurors and shook hands with them. 
Juror Thomas Mackey, the oldest man 
on the panel, turned to the girl and 
said: 
"Now, be a good girl, Ella. 
Go 
back to your home in Ireland and be 
a good girl.” 
The girl nodded 
her head 
and 
turned away. 
"W hat are you going to do now?” 
she was asked as she was leaving the 
courtroom. 
"I am going to tell It to the grand 
Jury,” she answered quickly. 
When she was asked what she was 
going to tell and reminded of the fact 
the jury had said that it did not be­ 
lieve her story, she appeared a little 
discomfited. 
Before she could talk 
any more her attorneys and the wo­ 
men hurried her away. 
It was learned from the Jurors that 
five ballots had been taken. 
The first was eight for acquittal 
and four for conviction. Those vot­ 
ing for conviction did so mainly from 
their belief that the girl’s 
wierd 
stories of the outrages committed 
against her were untrue. 
They were 
won over to the acquittal by the ad­ 
dition to the verdict of the clause 
exonerating Miss Barrette.

Attorney 
Furthman 
that

question of whether indictments for 
perjury would be asked against Miss 
Gingles or not would be taken up by 
State’s Attorney Way man.

MAKES SUCCESSFUL FLIGHT 


Orville Wright Circles Parade Grounds 
at Fort Myer. 
Washington, 
July 
20.—Showing 
mere confidence in himself than he 
has exhibited before this season, Or­ 
ville Wright made the most success­ 
ful flight of the year In the Wright 
aeroplane at Fort Myer, Va. 
The first flight lasted 25 minutes 
and 18 seconds, during which time the 
aviator circled the parade grounds, a 
distance of about five-sixths of a mile, 
twenty-five and one-half times. 
The 
second flight, which continued until 
daikness prevented Mr. W right from 
remaining longer in the air, was for 
half an hour’s duration and twenty- 
nine and one-half circuits were made. 
During both of the trials the ma­ 
chine behaved splendidly and indica­ 
tions are that the Wrights soon will 
have the areoplane in condition for 
the official flights. 
During the 55 min­ 
utes the flyer was in the air it cov­ 
ered approximately 37 miles. Wilbur 
Wright, who carefully watched every 
movement of the machine, declared 
afterward that it had attained a speed 
of about 41 miles an hour. He said 
It had reached a height of 150 feet.

INVESTIGATION OF 
OFFICER’S DEATH 


Court Session Replete With 
Dramatic Situations. 


8hoots Into a Crowd. 
Omaha, July 20.—A man giving the 
name of Jesse Smith of Trinidad, 
Colo., fired five revolver shots into a 
crowd in a saloon at Tenth and Doug­ 
las streets, killing James Rollins, a 
colored piano player; seriously injur­ 
ing James F. McGinnitv, a bystander, 
and slightly wounding an unknown 
man. 
Smith was captured and placed 
in jail. 


Annapolis, Md., July 20.—The open­ 
ing session here of the court of in­ 
quiry which is conducting a second 
investigation into the death of Lieu­ 
tenant Jam es Nuttle Sutton of the 
United States marine corps, was re­ 
plete with dramatic situations. 
Lieutenant Robert E. Adams, Sut­ 
ton’s former classmate at the academy 
and one of the principal actors in tho 
midnight fight which cost young Sut­ 
ton his life nearly two years ago, oc­ 
cupied the witness stand during the 
entire session and told a graphic story 
of the incidents leading up to Sutton’s 
death. 
W ith nervous demeanor, mo­ 
mentarily confused at times, and yet 
almost defiant under the severe cross­ 
examination of Henry E. Davis, coun­ 
sel for Mrs. Sutton, the young officer 
sat facing Sutton’s m other and sister 
during his examination. 
His brother 
officers, Lieutenants Bevan and Oster- 
man, flanked by Adams’ two lawyers, 
sat farther down the inquiry table. 
Major Henry Leonard, U. S. M. C., the 
judge advocate, and the three mem­ 
bers of the board, completed the im­ 
pressive sitting, in their white service 
uniforms. 
At one point in is testimony, Lieu­ 
tenant Adams and an orderly; enacted 


the struggle with Sutton, in the court­ 
room. The witness chair was 
re­ 
moved and they both lay prone upon 
the floor. The witness was still un­ 
der cross-examination when the in­ 
quiry adjourned. 
Mr. Davis succeeded in bringing 
out a number of discrepancies in 
Adams’ testimony compared with his 
version of the tragedy at the former 
Investigation, when the board of in­ 
quiry fpund that Sutton died by his 
own hand. 
A ride to the marine camp in an 
automobile with Sutton and two other 
officers of marines, Lieutenants Utley 
and Osterman, an altercation between 
Button and the witness, and a deferred 
encounter when the senior officer in­ 
terfered, 
as 
the 
automobile 
was 
stopped short of the camp with the 
intention of avoiding being caught re­ 
turning after hours; a later accidental 
meeting of the witness and Sutton, on 
the border of the woods near the bar­ 
racks and the fight between the two 
men, with Sutton armed with a revol­ 
ver in either hand and firing five 
shots, the last of which he directed 
at his own head while lying on the 
ground, these were the points in Lieu­ 
tenant Adams’ testimony. 


Drowned While Bathing. 
Duluth, July 20.—Charles Erickson, 
aged twenty-two years and single, was 
drowned in Pelican lake, north of Vir­ 
ginia, while in bathing. He was wad­ 
ing and got into water over his head 
and being unable to swim drowned. 


Flour Mills Burned. 
Fargo, N. D., July 20.—The flour 
mills at LaMoure, seventy miles south 
of here, burned with a total loss of 
$75,000. half insured. A hot bra was 
the cause.

council who voted to suppress the pro­ 
ceedings in the public press undoubted­ 
ly acted in good faith and for what they 
thought was the city’s interest, but 
tax payers are better satisfied if they 
can read the official proceedings at an 
expense of from three to five cents a 
year. 
Not one person in a hundred 
will take the trouble to look the pro­ 
ceedings up at the city clerk’s office, 
where they are open for inspection, no 
m atter how much interested he may be 
to see what has been done by the city 
legislators. 
There are such things as 
being penny wise and pound foolish.

DROUGHT BROKEN 
BY BAD STORM 


Barn at Poor Farm Struck by 
, Lightning and 
Six Head 
of Horses Burned 


RITARI RESIDENCE ALSO STRUCK 


Bolt Passes Within Few Inches 
of Nels Ritari and Moved 
Bed Four Feet 


The protracted drought in this sec­ 
tion was broken last night by a eevere 
electrical storm accompanied 
by 
a 
heavy rain. 
It started about 1:30 a. 
rn. and continued for between two and 
three hours. 
During the storm £the 
barn at the Crow Wing county], poor 
farm in the town of Oak Lawn was de­ 
stroyed by lightning. 
Five head of 
horses and one colt were burned with 
the barn. 
About fifty tons of hay, 
quite 
an 
amount 
of 
grain 
and 
all harnesses, etc., were also destroyed. 
A wagon and rack standing beside the 
barn were also burned. 
The barn was 
discovered to be in flames between 4 
o’clock and 5 o’clock in the morning 
and it was too late to save anything. 
From the position of the horses when 
the fire was discovered it is ^thought 
they were all killed by the bolt of 
lightning. 
One team of horses was 
owned by C. H. Wheeler, overseer of 
the farm, and the rest of the property 
belonged 
to 
the 
county. 
There 
was $900 insurance on the barn and $75 
each on four head of horses owned by 
the county. The insurable value of the 
barn is given as $900 in the] policies, 
but it would cost $1500 to replace it. 
The county’s total loss is probably 
$2000. 
The loss of Mr. Wheeler is ful­ 
ly $500. 
During the storm the residence of 
Ritari Bros., 1123 Norwood street in 
this city, was struck by lightning. 
The 
bolt entered at the chimney and left 
the building just above the foundation. 
The bolt scattered in the building and 
knocked off plastering and shattered 
the wood work. 
The bed in which 
Nels Ritari was sleeping was ^knocked 
about four feet from the wall against 
which it stood, the bolt passing within 
eight inches of him without injuring 
him. 
There were seven persons sleep­ 
ing in the house and fortunately all es­ 
caped injury. 
Though there was a heavy rain, yet 
much more is needed to thoroughly 
soak up the parched ground. 
It is reported this afternoon that the 
barn owned by E. Bjones, living in the 
town of Klondike, was destroyed by 
lightning last night. 
The barn was a 
large and nearly new structure and the 
loss will be heavy. 
There was no live 
stock in the barn nor is it positively 
known whether or not there is insur­ 
ance. 
Mr. Bjones is an officer in the 
Klondike Farmers’ Mutual Insurance 
company, however, and the assump­ 
tion is th at he carried insurance in that 
organization. 
While there is no scientific rain gauge 
in the city but from measurements in 
ordinary vessels it is shown that from 
five to six inches of w ater fell.

GLIMPSES 
OF 
NEWCOMB. 


Noted Computer Who Was On# of ths 
World’s Foremost Astronomers. 
Professor Simon Newcomb, one of 
the foremost astronomers of the world, 
who recently died at Washington, was 
the son of John B. Newcomb, the vil­ 
lage schoolmaster of Wallace, Nora 
Scotia. 
Ile was born there in com­ 
parative poverty on March 12. 1835. 
He lived to become one of the eight 
foreign associates of the Institute of 
France, the first native American since 
Franklin to be so honored; to win the 
highest degrees from practically every 
American 
college 
aud 
tributes 
of 
honor from most of the great foreign 
scientific associations. 
He also lived to finish the work that 
ho considered his hest. When a short 
time ago he finished his work on the 
moon he had left but one great d esire 
unfulfilled—to have the naval observa­ 
tory made the national observatory. 
A few weeks ago, iii Baltimore, Pro­ 
fessor Newcomb heard that there was 
not much of living left for him. 
“Then take me to Washington,” said 
he. “I have work to do while there is 
time.” 
Ile was taken there on a m attress in 
agony, and for three weeks he lay dic­ 
tating steadily to stenographers on a 
subject which required the utmost con­ 
centration. 
Ile was a man of humor, sympathy 
and anecdote, with few or no enemies 
and a multitude of friends. 
Of his 
youth he has himself told as follows: 
My father w as th e most rational and 
m ost dispassionate of men. 
My m other 
was the m ost profoundly and sincerely 
religious woman w ith whom I w as ever 
intim ately acquainted. 
I began to stu d y arithm etic when I 
w as five years old. and when six, I am 
told, I was very fond of doing sums. 
At 
twelve I was studying algebra, and about 
th a t time I began to teach. 
I rem em ber 
th a t I was thirteen when I first took up 
Euclid. 
There w as a copy of it am ong 
my fath er’s works. 
I think it w as the 
one th a t belonged to my grandfather, a 
stonecutter, but of unusual learning. 
It is evident from his autobiography 
that Professor Newcomb got most of 
his education 
by 
his own efforts, 
though his father taught him the rudi­ 
ments. 
Yet he was by no means a 
cold or unnatural boy. 
He gave this 
incident to show that he had a temper: 
W hen about fifteen I once made a scan­ 
dal by taking out m y knife in prayer 
sneering and assau ltin g a young m an who 
while I was kneeling down during prayer 
stood above me and squeezed m y neck. 
H e escaped 
w ith 
a 
couple 
of severe 
though not serious cuts in his hand. 
He 
announced his intention of th rash in g me 
when we should m eet again, so for sev­ 
eral days th e re afte r I tried to keep a 
pitchfork w ithin reach, determ ined, if he 
tried the job and I failed to kill him, it 
would be because I w as unable to do so. 
At the age of sixteen Professor New­ 
comb was lost to exact science, for he 
went to study under one Dr. Forebay, 
in Moncton, N. S. 
Fortunately he 
found things decidedly not to his taste. 
His life at that time he describes in 
this his couplet: 
Physician, apothecary, chem ist and drug­ 
gist, 
Girl about house and boy in the barn. 
Two years later, planning to make 
his way to the United States, he left 
Dr. Forshay and set out on foot. 
He 
taught the three R’s on the Eastern 
Shore of Maryland for a year or so 
and then got his appointment to the 
Nautical Almanac. 
He got it through 
Professor Joseph Henry of the Smith­ 
sonian institution, to whom he had 
sent an algebraic problem. 
Professor Newcomb’s position on the 
Almanac was that of a computer. He 
was graduated from Harvard with the 
degree of B. S. In 1858, but even be­ 
fore. Jthat had made independent_re-

City Council by Vote of Six to 


Three Passes Resolution so 


Ordering 


COMMITTEE ASKED MORE TIME 


Special Committee on Applica­ 


tion f ir Telephone Franchise 


Not Ready to Report 


The city council held a long meeting 
Monday evening, the most important 
actions taken being the passage of a 
resolution that the proceedings of the 
council should no longer be published 
at the expense of the city and the 
granting of more time to the special 
committee consisting of Aldermen Car­ 
die, Gardner and Drexler, appointed at 
last meeting to consider the application 
of the Northwestern Telephone Ex­ 
change company for an extension of 
their franchise. 
The meeting was called to order by j 
Presider^ Twohey and all members ex-; 
cept Alderman Deickhaus responded to j 
to roll call, he being out of the city. 
j 
The minutes of the last regular meet- j 
ing were read and after slight correc-1 
tions were approved. 
A communication from Special At­ 
torney A. D. Polk, to whom had been 
referred the m atter of the payment of 
the hydrant rentals due the Minnesota 
Water Works Company and the matter 
of a renewal of the contract for hydrant 
service was read. He recommended 
that the bill for hydrant rental from 
January to July be paid but there be 
no renewal of the contract as that 
might be considered an acknowledge­ 
ment of the adequacy of the service. 
The 
city attorney reported that 
claims for services as interpreters in the 
municipal court, which had been refer­ 
red to him were valid claims against the 
city. 
The fire and water committe report­ 
ed favorably on the bills referred to it 
for services in connection with the 
condemnation services. 
Alderman Gardner objected to the 
allowing of any bills except at the first 
meeting of the month. President Two­ 
hey stated that they were not new bills 
but simply bills which had been pre­ 
sented at the first meeting in the month 
and referred to committees, or the city 
attorney. 
# 
Referring to the bill of Mr. Gabiou, 
for services in examining the boilers 
at the pumping plant, which had been 
put in at $1 per hour and cut by the 
committee to 60 cents per hour, Alder­ 
man Henning stated that when he ap­ 
proached Mr. Gabiou and asked him 
what he would charge to make an ex­ 
amination and testify as to the condi­ 
tion of the boilers that gentleman had 
offered to do it for 50 or 60 cents an 
hour and he had recommended that he 
be employed on that understanding. 
Mr. Gabiou appeared before the coun­ 
cil and stated that $1 per hour was the 
regular price for outside boilermaking 
work and that he would be wronging 
other boilermakers if he charged less. 
The bill was, however, allowed as 
recommended by the committee. 
A bill of Martin Dowling for lumber, 
and also one for Crow Wing county, 
for lumber were presented properly ap­ 
proved by the committee to whom they 
had been referred and were allowed. 
The claim of A. Mahlum for $30 for 
rental of ground on which the city had 
piled rock was reported back from the 
street committee with the statement 
that at the time the permission was re­ 
ceived from Mr. Mahlum no mention 
had been made of rental, nor did the 
committee expect that such would be 
charged. Numerous others had grant­ 
ed the same permission, but never be­ 
fore had the city been asked to pay. 
A. D. Polk, who was advising the coun­ 
cil in the absence of City Attorney 
Ryan, stated that it was a m atter of 
intention. If a contract had been made 
with Mr. Mahlum he could recover. If 
it had not been his intention at the time 
to charge he could not change his mind 
later. The bill was disallowed without 
a dissenting vote. 
A bill of $94 against A. Everett for 
rock was laid before the council with 
the statement that he had consented 
that it be taken from the amount of 
the judgment recently secured by him 
against the city. 
On motion an order 
was ordered drawn for the difference 
between the judgment and the bill 
the order to be turned over to the city 
attorney to be delivered to Mr. Ever­ 
ett when the judgment had been prop­ 
erly satisfied. 
A verbal report of the chairman of 
the board of health that he knew noth­ 
ing as to the bill of the West Disinfect­ 
ing Co., was received through the city 
clerk and the matter was referred to 
the committee on health, sewers and 
police. 
A motion was made by Alderman 
Paine that the bill of the Minnesota 
Water Works Company for hydrant 
rental be allowed in accordance with 
the recommendation of the special at­ 
torney. Alderman Henning objected 
to the payment of the bill on the ground 
that the teat during the condemnation 
proceedings proved that the company 


was not giving the pressure required 
by the original franchise. 
An alder­ 
man stated that when the first exten­ 
sion of the contract was made it de­ 
clared that the company did not guar­ 
antee 
any special 
pressure. After 
some discussion the motion was carried 
and the bill ordered paid. 
The special committee to whom the 
matter of a renewal of the franchise 
of the Northwestern Telephone Ex­ 
change Co., had been referred, report­ 
ed that it wished further time because 
another company also wished a fran­ 
chise and it desired to see what that 
company would guarantee in the way 
of rates, service, etc. Further time 
was on motion granted. 
The committee on health, sewers and 
police recommended that the manhole 
in the alley in block 43 be lowered the 
thickness of two bricks, in order that 
it might make a catch basin to drain 
the alley. The recommendation was 
adopted without dissent. 
The petition for an alley between 
Norwood and Oak, in Sleeper’s addi­ 
tion was favorably reported Jupon by 
the aldermen from that ward, to whom 
it had been referred. 
M. Setula ap­ 
peared before the council to urge the 
necessity of an alley. 
City Attorney 
Ryan read the charter provision that 
provided that expenses of the estab­ 
lishment of alleys must be assessed to 
benefitted property. A 
motion was 
made that he instructed to take proper 
steps to open the alley. 
Upon his sug­ 
gestion the motion was changed to one 
ordering the city engineer £to lay out 
the alley. 
The finance committee reported that 
it had audited the books of the city 
treasurer and the city clerk and found 
them correct. 
The report was on mo­ 
tion accepted and ordered placed 
file. The same committee, in regard 
to the 
publication 
of the council 
proceedings, presented an estimate of 
the expenses of the last half of 1909, 
amounting to $17,300, and estimated 
revenues, amounting to $13,161. The 
committee recommended that each al­ 
derman vote as he deemed best on the 
proposition of publishing tne proceed­ 
ings. 
The city clerk reported that Wm. 
Sinclair had withdrawn his application 
for license at 612 Laurel street and af­ 
terwards withdrawn the withdrawal. 
The bond was presented for approval 
and for action on the license. Alder­ 
man Robertson did not think the coun­ 
cil should grant the license because of 
the fact that Mr. Sinclair had been con­ 
victed in the municipal court of viola­ 
tion of the liquor laws, even though he 
had appealed and the appeal was still 
pending. 
Alderman Gardner did not be­ 
lieve a man should be considered guilty 
until the case was finally adjudicated. 
City Attorney Ryan was appealed to 
and stated that he had looked up the 
decisions in the matter and that there 
was comfort for both sides. 
In some 
states the court had held one way, in 
others the other. The matter had never 
been passed upon by Minnesota courts. 
After some discussion the application 
was denied, Aldermen Cardie, Paine, 
Gardner, and President Twohey voting 
aye and Aldermen Henning, Robereson, 
Zakariasen, Drexler and 
Kjellquist 
voting nay. 
Later in the evening upon 
the presentation to the council of a 
written agreement of Mr. Sinclair to 
transfer the license to R. R. Wise, the 
new proprietor of the National hotel, 
which the bar was situated, and uj:on 
Mr. Wise’s statement that he would at 
once ask for a transfer Alderman Drex­ 
ler moved that the action be reconsid­ 
ered, which was done, and the license 
was then granted Aldermen Cardie, 
Paine, Gardner, Drexler and President 
Twohey voting aye and Aldermen Hen­ 
ning, Robertson, Zakariasen and Kjell­ 
quist voting nay. 
The application of Andrew Carlson 
was referred back for correction of the 
bond and will be acted upon at next 
meeting. 
The police committee made a report 
without recommendation on the ap­ 
plication of P. E. McCabe. Alderman 
Robertson stated that Mayor Ousdahl 
had informed him that he believed the 
saloon was violating the closing law. 
Mayor Ousdahl stated that he had been 
informed that such was the case but 
could not prove it. Alderman Gardner 
thought that the mayor better suppress 
the disorderly house on W ater street 
before attacking respectable saloon 
keepers. 
He declared that the exis­ 
tence ot the house was a reason that 
the city could not collect the assess­ 
ments against the Laurel street proper­ 
ty. That if that place were removed 
the property there would be valuable 
and would pay its assessments. The 
motion to approve the bond and grant 
the license of Mr. McCabe was then 
carried. 
Ayes, 
Aldermen 
Cardie, 
Robertson, Paine, Gardner, Drexler 
and President Twohey. Nays, Alder­ 
men Henning, Zakariasen and Kjell­ 
quist’ 
A resolution issuing $10,000 bonds to 
establish the revolving fund for im­ 
provements, bonds to bear 5 per cent 
interest, be of $250 each, and run ten 
years, was passed, all voting aye. 
Alderman Paine brought up the ques­ 
tion of the interest on the state loan on 
electric light bonds, which had been 
taken out of the taxes due the city, by 
the county auditor in accordance with 
law. 
This, he stated, should come 
from the electric light fund and on mo­ 
tion the Water & Light Board was re­ 


quested to refund the city $1,253.44 the 
amount so paid. 
The police committee recommended 
that four badges and two pair of nip­ 
pers be purchased for the use of the 
department. The recommendation was 
on motion approved. 
A communication from the Commer­ 
cial Club regarding the publication of 
the council proceedings was received 
and ordered placed on file. 
Mayor Ousdahl presented the appoint­ 
ment of Frank Engelhart and F. H. 
Jones as special police to be put on 
duty when needed for special occasions 
or when regular men were laying off. 
Also Geo. Jackson, Northeast Brain­ 
erd, and John Hill, West Brainerd, spe- 
ial police without pay, 
they to be a1 
lowed $2 for each arrest made where 
conviction followed. 
The appointments 
were on motion confirmed. 
Alderman Henning, from the fire and 
water committee reported on the con­ 
demnation proceedings, 
saying that 
many believed that the pnce set was 
excessive. He believed that the coun­ 
cil should examine the Crow ^Wing 
proposition so as to know the availi- 
bility for that sourfce of power and sug­ 
gested that the council visit the site of 
the proposed dam in a body. 
He be­ 
lieved that the investigation should be 
made now while the water was low and 
it was decided, over the objections of 
Alderman Gardner, that council should 
visit the dam site Wednesday after­ 
noon the street committee should pro­ 
vide conveyances. 
During the discussion President Two­ 
hey stated that he believed the Swartz 
proposition for water supply should 
be investigated. Alderman 
Gardner 
believed that the present plant should 
be taken over if the company would 
on ! accept the award. 
The applications of H. Theviot and 
George Hoyt for license and of John 
Hagan for the transfer of the license 
of G. W. Gaslin, were referred to the 
police committee. 
The resolution stating that the pro­ 
ceedings of the city council should no 
longer be published at the expense of 
the city, was taken from the table and 
passed. Ayes, 
Aldermen 
Henning, 
Cardie, Paine, Zakariasen, ’ Drexler 
and 
Kjellquist. 
Nays, 
Aldermen 
Robertson, Gardner and President Two­ 
hey. The latter stated that since talk­ 
ing with the publisher of the official 
paper about the m atter he believed 
that the proceedings should be publish­ 
ed. 
The park board appeared before the 
council and asked that the sum of 
$1,146.82 be transferred to the park 
fund, this being the proceeds of the £ 
mill added to last year’s levy for park 
purposes. This was done, all voting 
aye.

DARING AUTO EXPLOIT 


How W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr., Saved 
His Life While Speeding. 


WANTED TO BREAK RECORD. 


Clung by One Hand to Steering Wheel 
as Accident to Flying Car, Going 
Ninety Miles an Hour, Lifted Him In 
Air on Long Island Motor Parkway. 


Alone in a Mr 300 horsepower racing 
automobile, running ninety mile* an 
hour on the Long Island motor park­ 
way, Willie Iv. Vanderbilt, Jr., re­ 
cently performed an almost unbeliev­ 
able feat of good driving and cool 
courage that saved him from being 
crushed to death in the most danger­ 
ous sort of accident. 
Ever shire he has been ojierating 
high powered inarhines, a matter of 
ten or twelve years, young Mr. Van- j 
derbilt has enjoyed a title ninong ex­ 
perts which the public has seldom j 
heard. 
They call him, and mean it, : 
“ the best racing driver in America.” 
Various spectacular exploits of the , 
hairbreadth sort made his reputation. 
But none of his feats quite equals his 
latest one. 
Mr. Vanderbilt drove from his home 
at Lakeville to the race course, which 
he helped to found, in his new $15,000 
Benault machine. 
Started Out For a Record. 
When he got upon the concrete sur­ 
face of the parkway, over which part 
of the Vanderbilt cup race of last 
year was run, the idea occurred to 
him to go after the record of the 
course. 
Recently one of the profes­ 
sional drivers covered the twelve miles 
of concreted roads in eight minutes 
flat. The young millionaire sportsman 
thought he could beat this with his 
new car. 
He sent the Renault, “ under wraps,” 
one fast lap in a trifle over ten min­ 
utes, taking the time by a stop watch 
fastened to his steering wheel. 
Then 
he opened up a little more and made 
a second lap in a shade above nine 
minutes. 
The third lap was the one 
he really intended to be the record 
breaker. 
There was no other car on 
the course, and conditions were per­ 
fect for a wonderful speed test. 
With a fast flying start at Westbury, 
M r.Vanderbilt shoved his £as and spark 


controls wide open, and the big racer 
leaped ahead with a roar of explosions. 
It boomed across the little wooden 
bridges that carry the course over the 
public highways and racketed through 
the cutouts where it runs on the level 
at seventy,eighty and then ninety miles 
an hour, with the daring driver hold­ 
ing it steady to the center of the twen­ 
ty f< jot rood. 
The Renault shot past the big grand 
stand, skidded around a right hand 
curve Into the next to the last straight­ 
away stretch of the twelve miles and 
plunged forward toward Central park 
away ahead of the record. 
It seemed 
likely that Mr. Vanderbilt would cover 
the course in a good many seconds less 
than eight minutes, which means trav­ 
eling more thau ninety miles an hour. 
In Peril When Crank Pin Broke. 
But in the Central park stretch the 
universal Joint broke. 
That Is the 
mechanism that transfers the power 
from the crank shaft under the four 
big cylinders to the driving shaft that 
nins to the rear axle. 
The universal 
Joint In a Renault is directly under 
the little iron seat upon which the 
driver sits. 
With tremendous force tile big steel 
mechanism, released from the crank 
shaft, 
plunged 
upward and 
struck 
against the iron seat. 
It had almost 
the impetus of a cannon ball. 
The 
blow flung Mr. Vanderbilt upward and 
forward. First his breast struck against 
the steering wheel; then lie shot head 
first out over the car’s sloping hood. 
By what seemed like a miracle he 
managed to grab the wheel again ns 
he shot high over it, and for an instant 
all his weight was upon one hand, like 
an acrobat posing on a bar with his 
feet aloft. 
As his body turned and 
his feet struck the sloping hood he still 
clung with the one hand to the wheel. 
Ile had turned almost a complete som­ 
ersault and hadn’t been shaken off. 
When the joint broke, 
no 
more 
power, of course, was sent to the rear 
wheels, so now the car was coasting. 
The plunging of the loose shaft had 
half locked the wheels, too, greatly re­ 
ducing the speed. 
But It was still 
going fast enough to be death dealing. 
Kept His Presence of Mind. 
While Mr. Vanderbilt clung to the 
wheel, the car turned suddenly from 
the center of the road to one side and 
began to climb a steep embankment. 
It was as good as certain that lf it 
ever got halfway up it would turn 
over upon its side and perhaps bury 
the driver beneath its great bulk. 
But he didn’t let it. W ith another re­ 


markable contortion be managed to 
grasp 
the 
emergency 
brake. 
He 
jammed it fast and brought the big 
gray racer to a stop with its blunt nose 
only a few feet up the embankment. 
One lamp was smashed, but the ex­ 
ternal 
machine 
was 
not 
otherwise 
wrecked. 
Mr. Vanderbilt found that he wasn’t 
at all injured, so he walked to the 
nearest telephone and called up a 
garage in New York to send a couple 
of expert 
mechanicians out In his 
Hotchkiss car. 
He did not say what 
had happened. 
When tho men arrived 
at the place they found him calmly 
tinkering with the disabled Renault. 
He told them in a matter of fact way 
what had caused the breakdown and 
seemed more interested In the tech­ 
nical side of the situation than In the 
part he had played.—New York Amer­ 
ican.

J. Honey, special counsel of the de­ 
partment of justice and also assistant 
prosecutor in the so-called graft cases 
In San Francisco, received from this 
government 
last 
year 
$23,000 
for 
which he performed no service, was 
the frank admission of Chairman Taw­ 
ney of the appropriations committee 
In the house. 
“ How much did Heney receive dur­ 
ing the year 1908?” demanded Mr. 
Murphy (Dem., Mo.), “ and what ser­ 
vice did he perform!** 
“ He received $23,000 and performed 
no services for the government what­ 
ever during that year,” said Mr. Taw­ 
ney. 
Subsequently, Mr. Tawney said: 
“ As a matter of fact, Mr. Heney 
has not performed any active service 
for the past three years. 
He was ap­ 
pointed Nov. 7, 1903, and his active 
service 
continued 
for 
about 
three I 
years and for which he received in 
all $69,000.” 
Mr. Tawney stated, however, that 
Mr. Heney’s salary had nothing to do 
with the $27,000 deficiency for tho 
department of justice, for which pro­ 
vision is made in the urgent deficiency 
bill. 
Mr. Heney, he said, had re­ 
ceived in all from the government 
$69,000. 
Asked by Mr. Cox, Indiana, lf any 
of this deficiency was due to the em­ 
ployment of special counsel to prose­ 
cute any trust, Mr. Tawney, answer­ 
ing in the affirmative, said that the 
suit against the tobacco trust had oc­ 
casioned some of it. 
Mr. Bennet of New York added that 
the prosecution of the turpentine trust 
also was responsible for part of It. 
Mr. Clark of Missouri denounced 
the appointment of incompetent dis­ 
trict attorneys, necessitating, as he 
said, the employment of special coun­ 
sel. 
The practice had grown Into a 
fad, he said, and a very expensive fad. 
He declared that if there had been a 
competent district attorney or two in 
the West there would not have been 
so much stealing of public lands.
